Offer Made to Help in Arteries 
From Fifth to Campus 
Avenues 





Property owners protesting the 
opening of Sixth avenue from 
Eleventh to Twelfth streets won a 
point at the city council meeting 
last night—and they also gave a 
point. They expressed @& willing- 
ness to share a portion of the cost 
in the opening up of streets east 
and west from Campus avenue to 
Fifth avenue, in the northeast sec- 
tion of the city. 

As a result of the protests, the 
council dropped the Sixth avenue 
project, and when P. H. McQuillen 
asked the protestants to make sug- 
gestions as to the method in im- 
proving the situation in the north- 
east section of the city the reply 
was that the council should open 
the east and west streets. 

So today R. G. Manley, city en- 
gineer, is studying the possibility 
and the need of the streets in that 
district. 

A plat of the area was placed 


on the council table, the Sixth 
avenue objectors were called 
around the table and over this 


map the men studied the situation, 
with their expression of coopera- 
tion coming at this time. 

It was suggested that two east 
and west streets be opened and 
that the district to be benefited be 
assessed to pay for the improve- 
ment. Asked if they would op- 
pose such a plan, those objecting 
to the Sixth avenue opening said 
they would not and that they 
would be willing to pay their share. 

When the opening of Sixth ave- 
nue was proposed, tne council re- 
ceived protests, written and verb- 
al. Date for the hearing of these 
protests had been postponed sev- 
eral times so that the council 
could give further study to the 
matter.

If Consumption Believed To Be 
Sufficient, Work Will 
Be Done Soon 





With the view of extending its 
service to the northern end of Euc- 
lid avenue, the Southern Counties 
Gas company is today conducting 
a survey among residents of San 
Antonio Heights. Purpose of the 
survey is to determine the possible 
consumption of gas and when the 
survey is completed, it is likely 
that the gas mains will be extend- 
ed to the new territory. 

The new gas consumers would 
not be required to bear any of the 
expense for the extension of the 
mains, according to present plans. 

Fifteenth street is the end of 
the present service. Results so far 
obtained in the survey are sat- 
isfactory and lead the authorities 


{to believe that a sufficient num- 


ber of the residents will want the 
service to warrant the extension, 


according to an official of the com- j

pany. 

As tentatively outlined mains
